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Everyone Has A Role 


In Civil Defence Plans 


Mrs, B. Johnston, Civil Defence 
Director for the Town of Didsbury, 
today summerized the purpose of 
National Civil Defence Day when 
she stated: 

“Each province and municipality, 
from the largest to the smallest, 
hus a vital role to play in Canada’s 
Civil Defence plans, Without this 
participation and mutual co-oper- 
ation, life may some day come to 
a sudden end. 

“Optimistic as some may be, the 
possibility and prospect of qa nu- 
clear war can not be dismissed by 
any plain thinking person. 

“Salvation for citizens of target 
cities wil] lie in a complete dis- 
persal from the city into reception 
areas. Residents of these reception 
areas must stand by to assist in 
feeding, housing, and clothing their 
fellow men evacuated from target 
cities. ‘The evacuated citizens 
would arrive in the reception areas 
over a period of about six hours 
and would be housed on the basis 
of one for each member of the 
household in the reception area, 


“Later on, the final balance of 
city dweller would arrive in a shor- 
ter period of time. They would at 
first have to be housed on a five 
to one ratio in reception area 
households. 


“When and how many target city 
dwellers would arrive and be housed 
in any reception area will depend 
upon that area's distance from a 
target city. The aim of evac- 
uation planning is that the first 
eveacuces travel the farthest and 
later arrivals would be placed in 
communities closer to a target city. 

“One of the prime purposes of 
Civil Defence is to plan for tne 
care of eveacuces and their ac- 
-ommodation. The method and 
transportation required by a sudden 
exodus of large numbers of city 
population into town and = rural 
areas is a matter of continued 
discussion and planning by Civil 
Defence Officials. 

“Without co-operation of all res- 
idents, Canada's future survival 
could be jeopardized. Civil Defence 
Day is held as a reminder to all 
citizens that they have a duty to 
perform to ensure the safety of Ca- 
nada and of their family and self.” 
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Tries New Cancer

JOBLESS BENEFITS TO 
BE INCREASED ? ? ? 


Canadian Labor Minister Michael 
Starr said Tuesday the government 
was considering increasing the 
present $30 per week limit on un- 
employment insurance benefits. 

Starr told the annual convention 
of the International Union of the 
United Steelworkers of America 
that two billion dollars has been 
paid out in unemployment insur- 
ance in Canada since the fund was 
set up in 1941, 


Under the plan, employers and 
workers pay 40 per cent each with 
the federal government paying the 
remaining 20 per cent. 


Starr said unemployment insur- 
ance applications had lately been 
running about 33 per cent above 
last year's level. In early spring, 
he said, they were as high as 98 
per cent,

STONES IN GRAIN 


A SERIOUS 
DEGRADING FACTOR 


Modern methods of harvesting 
ecreal crops have introduced prob- 
lems, One of the more important of 
these is the increased occurrence of 
stones and earth pellets in the 
threshed grain. The growing im- 
portance of this problem has been 
responsible for the establishment, by 
the Board of Grain Commissioners 
for Canada, of a new and etringent 
set of regulations governing admix- 
tures of stones and earth pellets in 
Western grain which are not remove. 
alle by ordinary cleaning methods, 

Low Tolerances. The tolerances 


| of stones and earth pelleta allowed 


in the different grades of wheat, 
oats, barley, rye and flax are now 
exceedingly low! In wheat, for ex- 
ample, No. 1 Northern must be free 
of stones, No, 2 Northern can only 
contain one stone per 500 grams 
(140 grams equals 1,1 pounds). No. 
1 Northern wheat that contains over 
one stone and not more than three 
stones per 500 grams is degraded to 
No. 8 Northern, All grades of wheat 
containing more than three stones 
per 500 grams are graded “rejected 
account of stones.” These tolerances 
are rigidly enforced by government 
grain inspectors 

Care in Harvesting Pays. The use 
of faulty swathing me is the 
main cause of admixtures of stoncs 
and earth pellets in threshed grain, 
The best way to avoid this damago 
is to make sure that stones and 
earth do not get into the swath. 
Swaths that are laid down carefully, 
and well supported by the stubble, 
can be easily picked up by the com- 
bine. Make sure, however, that the 
pickup fingers of your combine are 
run at a speed that will prevent 
them from throwing stones and 
earth on top of the swath. Proper 
reel adjustment is alao important. 
Grade losses on account of stones 
and earth pellets are costly. For 
instance, if your barley is graded 
rejected on account of stones it may 
cost you anywhere from 10 cents to 
25 cents per bushel. A little extra 
care in swathing and combining this 
year's light fain crops will pay

Farm buildings are expensive to 
construct, the cost of maintaining 
them may also be great. The trend 
is away from large showy buildings 
to an adequate type of shelter. The 
purpose of the building is to pro- 
vide shelter so that the farm in- 
come will be increased. This in- 
crease coming from greater gains 
ym meat animals. more production 
from dairy and poultry. mainten- 
ance of quality of grain for feed 
or sale. 

Before any building is construc- 
ted the plan should be carefully 
studied, the need and purpose of it 
established. The plan decided upon 
should provide the greatest shelter 
at the least cost and still give ad- 
equate protection. It should be so 
designed that when it is function- 
ing labor requirements will be low. 
The actual construction should be 
|of material which will be desire- 
‘able and keep maintenance costs 
low. Over a period of time markets 
may change, 
a problem, desires may be differ- 
ent - these factors causing changes

tant in building to allow for expan-

of shots, and a new certificate will 
be provided. 

3. If you have received a pistol 
or revolver which was previously 
registered to another person. 

It will be necessary for you to 
apply to your nearest Police De- 
partment, so the transfer of this 
weapon may be noted and recorded 
it the Central Firearms Bureau, 
Ortawa, 

Registrations made prior to Jan- 
uary Ist. 1952 have elapsed and 
are no longer valid. Do not delay. 
It is a criminal offence to have

LONG RANGE PLAN 
FOR AGRICULTURE 


It was largely on the basis of a 
promise of a long-range program 
foy agriculture that some western 
farm leaders expressed approval] of 
the government's recently announ- 
ced program of assistance to prair- 
ie farmers. 

G. L. Harrold, chairman of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool, said he was 
pleased that the government had 
recognized the need of prairie 
farmers for additional income, that 
$40,000,000 would help and that he 
was encouraged that the payment 
was only a stop-gap measure _in- 
tended to tide farmers over until a 
long-range program was _ imple- 
mented. Arnold Platt, president of 
the Farmers’ Union of Alberta, ex- 
pressed similar thoughts. 

The Prime Minister's complete 
statement to the House raises some 
doubts as the whether the intended 
program is all that is needed. The 
main problem facing thousands of 
prairie farmers is their high cost 


prices they receive. Costs have run 
away from prices. 


The six-point program outlined 


by the Prime Minister does little 
to solve this problem. Mr. Diefen- 
baker said the government was 


considering: 

1. Continuance of assistance in 
the export of surplus wheat to non- 
commercial markets under the Col- 
ombo Plan. 

2. A comprehensive 
ance program, to be worked out 
with the provinces, to “protect 
within reason the uncertainties to 
which agriculture is subjected.” 

3. A plan to set up a feed bank 
program under which farmers 
would receive incentives to put up 
reserve stocks of feed. 

4. Improved = agricultural 
facilities, 

5. Study of the small farm prob- 
lem and assistance to enable small 
farmers to secure economic family 
units, technical training for the 
farmer and training for farmers 
moving into other occupations. 

6. A

Commendable and necessary as 
each of these steps may be, they do 
not help today's farmers meet the 
pressing cost-price problem.

TREE PLANTING: This letter is 
directed especially to those of you 
who have trees on order for 1959 
planting as well as those who have 
planted trees during the past few 
years. Land that is to recieve new 
plantings must have been thor- 
oughly summerfallowed for at least 
one year previously. 

In that connection I shall be in- 
specting these plots and either ap- 
prove or disapprove your order. 
Circumstances and care given some 
trees planted during the past few 
years in some cases make it nec- 
essary that we tignten up some- 
what on the regulations, There are 
cases where these newly planted 
trees were not properly cared for, 
weeds allowed to grow at will 
creating not only an unsightly sit- 


uation but also a definate weed 
hazard, 

The Provincial Department of 
Agriculture who supply these little 
trees free of charge are putting the 


onus on us to see that the very | § 


best advantage be taken of the 


in a position or quite sure that you 
will be able to keep these plantings 
weed free for at least three years 
after planting. This is a big job, 
planting the trees is a small item 
compared to taking care of them 
afterwards.
